SENATOR QUAY ON THE CHINESE. 
Senator Quay's brief speech last week 


in support of an ammendmont to the 
Chinese Eieluaion bill baa been gener- 
ously commented upon. In view of the 
fact that the senior Senator's colleague, 
Senator Penrose, was in charge of the 
measure as chairman of tho committee on 
Immigration, it is not believed that Quay 
offered his amendment in all sincerity to 
permit the entry of Chinese Christians. 
Senator Quay had many sharp and witty 
thrusts hurled at by him his colleague, but 
he nevertheless pressed his amendment 
to a vote. Seven Senators voted for it. The 
following is a very interesting portion of 
Senator Quay's speech: 


I desire to saj in beginning that I will 


speak briefly and, further, that I can not 
join in the general howl and attack upon 
the Chinese as Chinese. I have a deep 
respect for the Chinese nation—for iti 
antiquity, intelligence, patriotism, anc 
exclusiveness. Its history reaches farther 
back into the past than that of any other 
nation. Its great families hav* geneuolo- 
gies of thousands of years, well authenti- 
cated, and surpassed in duration only by a 
very few among the Hebrews.

vented gunpowder, the mariner's compass, 
the manufacture of porcelain and silk, 
and China was the mother of philosophy 
and higher mathematics. Its ruler, the

Declaration 
of Independence shall be 


applied to women." The D. A. R. glorify 
the men who signed that Declaration and 
fought for it, yet many of tnem ridicule 
the women who are working to secure the 
modern application of the same Princi- 
ples. They should ponder the words of 
Theodore Winthrop: 


"It is a mighty influence when the por- 


trait of a noble forefather puts its eye on 
one who bears his name, and says, by the 
language of an unchanging look: 'I was a 
radical in my day; be thou the same in 
thine. I turned my back upon the old 
tyrannies and heresies, and struck for the 
new liberties and beliefs; my liberty and 
my belief are doubtless already tyranny 
and heresy to thine age; strike thou for 
the new I I worshipped the purest God of 
my generation,—it may be that a purer 
God is revealed to thine; worship him 
with thy whole heart!" 


If the D. A. R. would take these great 


words to heart, we would not see again the 
spectacle, at once sad and funny, that we 
saw not long ago in Massachusetts—a 
prominent officer of the Daughter of the 
Revolution speaking at a legislative hear- 
ing against a bill to grant municipal suff- 
rage to women tax-payers—a hearing at 
which it was declared that taxation with- 
out representation was not tyranny, and 
at which the request of the women was 
condemned as "revolutionary." To such 
daughters of the revolutionary fathers, 
one must apply the lines in which James 
Russell Lowell makes the indignant ghost 
of Miles Standish denounce his degenerate 
descendants: 
"'They talk about their 'pilgrim blood,'

If Missouri's big mule depot had been 


discovered in a Republican state there 
would be a great roar from the Missouri 
Democratic press that the cross of St. 
George had been run up on American soil 
and that the Republican party was play- 
ing into the hands of the British.

Missourians owning mules want the privi- 
lege of selling them, legally, for the best 
price* obtainable. Fustian and gammon 
on the subject are useless. But if the 


, mule camp had been located in Illinois, 
I Iowa or Kan BBS, the Democratic papers in 


Missouri would have charged the Presi- 
dent and the governor of that state with 
participating in a British conspiracy. In 
that case an asses' camp also might have 
been necessary at Lathrop for the benefit 
ofmoesback editors who are prone to 
abuse the national government on the 
strength of mean suspicion.

have jumped at conclusions without a 
proper investigation of the subject.

is a fact, "he said, "that many of m; cus- 
tomers came here In a state of wild excite- 
ment aod declared that the beef trust is 
ruining the country, and that prices have 
so advanced thnt it is prohibitive for ordi- 
nary people to buy meat. They wind up 
the conversation by ordering a can of 
Deans and then depart." In going over 
the situation the dealer declared that the 
people, 
for Dome unknown reason, bad 


never stopped to consider whether they 
are charged more of late for meat or not. 
He said "The husband reads the morning 
paper about the trust boosting the prices 
and then turns to his wife and declares we 
will eat no more meat. 
Tbe true situa- 


tion is that on many cuts of meat the re- 
tall price has not advanced one cent 
over that of six months ago. 
Tbe highest 


raise on any cuts has been two cents per 
pound. One cent has been added to round 
steaks, two cents to rump, two cents on 
lamb and mutton, and on many cuts there 
has been no advance at all. The whole- 
sale prices have gone up but the retailers

Free Mall Delivery for Bristol. 


Congressman Wanger, through whose 


efforts a handsome, new and commodious 
poatoffice was secured for Bristol, has 
now enlisted his services to obtain free 
mail delivery for the borough. 
The fol- 


lowing letter to Mr. Wanger from the 
First Assistant Postmaster General IB self- 
explanatory: 


Washington, April 21, 1902. 


Hon. I. P. Wanger, 


House Representatives. 


Dear Sir:—I have the honor to acknow- 


ledge receipt, by your reference, of a 
letter from the Auditor of this Depatt- 
ment, giving the gross receipts of the 
postofflce at Bristol, Pa., for the fiscal 
year, ended June 30, 1901, and for the 
year ended March 31, 1902. 
The receipts 


for the year ended March 31 are those on 
which the salaries of postmasters are 
based, but the Postal Laws and Regula- 
tions require that a place, to be entitled 
to free delivery service, must have either 
a population of not less than 10.000 by the 
latest National or State census, or a reve- 
nue from its postofflce for the preceding 
fiscal year of not less than $10,000. If on 
June 30th it is found that the receipts of 
the Bristol office for this year exceed 
$10,000, the question of the establishment 
of tne free delivery service will receive 
eatly consideration.

and know that most of them are named 
and houses numbered and that sidewalks 
exist, but possibly this is not true as to 
the.cntire territory over which the service 
ought to be established, and a bint from 
you to property owners, etc., may help.

After undergoing extensive repairs and 


relining of the stack, tbe Durham furnace 
in the upper end of this county was 
lighted on Thursday April 17, Miss Eliza- 
beth F., eldest daughter of Mr, and Mrs. 
Aaron F. Baker applying tbe torch at 9 
o'clock, P. M. 
The preliminary 
an- 


nouncement 
and 
special invitations 


brought together a large number of in- 
fluential persons. 
After the party had 


finished sight seeing, they assembled and 
partook of an elegant luncheon which had 
been spread for them. 


Tbe Durham furnace, 
together with 


about 1000 acres of land and a practically 
unlimited supply of iron ore, has recently 
been purchased by the Durham Iron Com- 
pany from the Cooper & Hewitt, of New 
York, and by them has been entirely over- 
hauled, re-lined and put in first class con- 
dition. 
The furnace has a capacity of 


about 150 tons of iron daily and with its 
supply of ore and lime stone,close at band 
and 
convenient shipping facilities, it 


stands EiSTine of the foremost of its class. 


Iron has been manufactured on this 


property since 1727, a period of 175 years 
and during Revolutionary times, was one 
of tbe principal places for the mnnEacture 
of cannon balls for the Continental Army, 
and was in uninterrupted operation up to 
April 1892, 
when owing chiefly to the de- 


pression in tbe iron market, the furnace 
was taken out of blast and remained idle 
for a period of about seven years, but in 
1899 it was put in repair and operated up 
to Nove.mber 1901, when it was blown out 
and the purchase by the Durham Iron 
Company was negotiated. 


Tbe officers of tho Company as now 


organized are Jerome Eueley, President, 
Philadelphia; Col. John Jameson, Vice 
President, Qaakertown; Aaron F. Baker 
Secretary and Treasurer, 
Quakertown; 


Jerome Keeley, Jr., Superintendent; and 
the veteran employes, W. Henry Pearson, 
Boss Foundrymi n the latter having prac- 
tically been connected with this furnace 
all his life.
